Tobacco Notes. 


Tho tobacco disease found in Flor- 


ida seems to have su'bsided, accord- 
inr to the New York Tobacco Leaf 
and neither the yield nor the quality 
of tho crop in that state will be af 
fccted this year. The disease aftcct 
ed the leaves of tho young plants m 
the seed bod and also the crop afte 
it had been 
transplanted. Larg 


brown spots would appear on the 
leaf 
Sometimes these spots would 


coalesce, .forming a large irregular 
spot. At first the spots would be of 
n yellowish green color, then become 
water soaked in appearance^ 
On 


the under side of tho spot there 
would appear a greenish blue mould, 
which would soon disappear and the 
spot -would become brown and pap- 
ery. 
After a few days these spots 


drop out, leaving a hole. At no time 
were tho stalks affected. After May 
llth only a few fields showed signs 
of the disease.
